OUR “SECRET SERVICE” 
DEPARTMENT. 


A practice has of late been’ growing up 
in connection with those departments of | 
the Colonial . Government’ connected 
with the preservation: of peace and order 
in the Colony which seoms to us likely 
to. result ‘in the establishnient' of ® most 
dangerous’ precedent. We allude to the: 
‘extra-official employment of civilians, 
whether’ as directors’ of the powerful 
secret machinery -which exists for check- 
ing the Chinese, or as belonging to the 
Jess obtrusive, but not less useful, class 
of natives who act as spies and informers, 
We would ‘not be understood to object 
to the use by government: of any. private 
information it can obtain towards the 
suppression of crime, or ta its seeking the 
aid of experienced residents, such aid 
being in strict-subordination to the duly- 
constituted officials-of the. Police and’ 
Gaol Departments, Nor are we basing 
our objections upon any individual ques. 
tion whatever. But we. do object to the 
fact of cases which strictly belong to the 
detective’ portion” of the police. being 
“placed in the hands” of any outsider 
whatever, If it be found: that there 
exists an absolute necessity for the ser- 
vices of a civilian in -these matter’ wo 
‘can only say. that, in the first place, 
it’ reflects .disyrace on our Colonial 
organization that one of our- many go- 
yornmental departments’ cannot furnish 
ah official whose acquaintance’ with the 
language and the people is sufficient to 
deal with the state of affairs which ‘ren- 
ders such extra aid a sine qua non ; and 
secondly, we-asser't our conviction that if 
extra aid be indispensable, under such 
circumstances, ‘itis ‘a matter of important 
policy to place any such civilian upon the 
strength of the force ‘with a duly recog- 
nised position‘and ‘salary. The effect ot 
tho present system, which practically de-, 
monstrates to. the Native population 
that the government is far less powerful 
than - civiliaas whom it -does: not even 
nominally employ, is exceedingly hurtful

This “was a ‘very interesting case in the 
Court of Exchequer on. December 14, and

gentleman well known and highly respected 
by all classes of the community, the chief 
rabbi of the. Jews in this country, for a 
slander: spoken of him in, the: way of his 
business, The plaintiff, in substance, -in_ 
his declaration; alleged that he carried on 
the trade and business .of a butcher for 
Israelites, aud was authorised, according to 
the Jays and custous of and in force among 
Israelites, to kill and sell meat for Israelites, 
and the defendant, well knowing’ the same, 
falsely spoke and published of the plaintiff 
in relation to his suid business that he was 
hot gelling “kosher” meat (meaning there. 
by that the plaintiff was selling: meat for 
Israelites not Killed: according. ;“the laws 
and cusioms ‘relating to°meat in force 
among. Israelites); it was “tripher” meat 
=anclean and Untit to be consumed by 
Israolites. ‘hore. appears to havo been 
from time immemorial a law :and custom 
among the Jews that all things. relating to 
the killing and selling of beasts for food for 
Jews should  emanitie” from “the : Jewish 
ecclesiastical authorities, - When a butcher 
wishes for a licence to kill beasts ‘he applies 
to the Jewish écolesiastical authorities of 
the particular district where he proposes to 
carry on business, and is carefully examined 
by them ‘to aacertain if he knowa how to 
kill beasta according to thé Jewish law, and 
if his examiuation is satisfactory a licence 


‘is granted.to him, The meat must also be 


‘sold by 8 person who ‘has a licence. from 
the Jewish ecclesiastical authorities to do. 


‘so, The plaintiff alleged that’ he had‘a 


foreign licence to aell meat, and was about 
to open.a shop in Whitechapel, ..

INTERVIEW. BETWEEN. MR: BUR. - 
LINGAME AND LORD CLARENDON. 

The San Francisco Times gives tlie fol-, 
lowing’ quotation from ‘the special corres. 
Pondence ofthe Revald, dated Ind Ji anuary, 

Burlingame and Eord Clarendon, the new, 
Britiah Fordign Minister, had an intervie 
to-lay, wherein they agreed upon the prin, 
ciples of the future British olicy -t0:"ba 
adopted toward Ching, Lord Clarendon, 
in reviewing former conversations, fully 
acknowledged the Proprivty, and justice of - 
several points which’ Mr Burlingame ad- - 
vanced. In reference to the policy-which 
he deotned it desirable that England should . 
pursue, Burlingame held that the: objects 
of the present mission showed evident 
signs of progress, and by no nieans evinced 
4 retrograds disposition on the part of the 
Chinese Government. - He also deprecated 


‘| the practice of the Western Powers in using © 


an’ wifriendly  presauré, to introduce new 
systems or new ideas among a people whose” 
knowledge of foreign affaira is of recent 
origin, or who were fostered under a tradi- 
tional system to which they were accus- :

Theag points settled, the general principles 
of the American. treaty were discussed, 
Lord Clarendon considered them kindk es 
and agreod that they should form the’ au 
ject of future negotiations, es 
Having established a basis for the Britih 
policy, ‘Burlingame proceeds to Paris to
